Now at the loweft Exchange, that ever a Banker 
vean Englifoman, of between thirty five and thirty 
xof thefe Livres to a Pound Sterl.

But at the Rate of Mo- 
ney in the late Duke’s Time, their Livres was only 
worth about Six Pence half-penny ; which will make 
his Revenue only 130,0001. and indeed by fome 
Gentlemen fettled in that Country, I never heard it 
wekoned to be more. This does not diminifh the Fi- 
gue, which, in that Part of the World, a Prince 
might make for that Sum, hundreds of my Countrymen 
being Witneffes of the noble princely Manner in which 
the late Duke lived, and it his Servants-were ill- 
dothed, and worfe paid, it was neither the Fault of 
the Prince, nor of the Revenue; but of thofe who 
abufed his Goodnefs and Generofity. All Things 
Which are the Produét of that Country, are in Pro- 
portion ; for a Servants Wages and Maintenance a-day, 
s only the half of what we give ours for their Board- 
Wages only. Nor do I know a Court-Employment 
there, that, of fixt Salary, was worth about 6,000 
vies, or our 160 1. a Year, excepting that of Foreign

efpecially as it will be fubjeét to twenty other Taxes in 
France, with which they are not yet acquainted: And 
when all but the Taille is farmed out, what Refources 
can they have for anfwering the Removal of Families, 
additional ‘Taxes, the. Oppreflion of the Fermiers, 
and the continual Drain of Money to Paris in annual 
Payments of the Royal Revenue? nor for maintainin 
it are Troops neceflary, the Riches of Inland Frenc 
Countries without Trade ; for the late Duke, except 
a few Saif and Light Horfe never did, nor never 
could maintain Troops ; and there is not one Fortrefs 
in the whole Dutchy, except the Citadel of Nancy, 
which is fo og a Piece, that it is not worth men- 
tioning. It lies indeed convenient for the French, but 
they ‘feem fo fenfible of the Poverty of the Acquifition, 
that they are forced to think of dividing it among 
the adjacent Generalities, becaufe it cannot maintain 
itfelf in a feparate one, tho’ their Miniftry feldom de- 
ftroys out of Frugality, a numerous Refource for Of- 
ficers and Dependants. In fhort old Louis took fo 
much Care of Jrain, that when he got full Pof- 
fefhon of the three Bifhopricks, and demolifh’d the 
Fortifications of Nancy, he was as much Mafter of 
the Country, as he would be now, had he lived to 
the prefent Peace ; excepting the Revenue alone, which 
can only be raifed to a Million Sterl. yearly, 
by that Sort of Arithmetick whereby a certain French 
Politician has calculated the King of France’s yearly 
Revenue, to be more than that of @l Emperors, Kings, 
Kingdoms and States in Europe put together.

By Letters which they bring from Aftracan and 
Derbent, dated the 13th of Feb. O. S. it appears, that 
Succefs continues to crown the Undertakings of the 
famous Kouli Kan, who had no fooner retaken all the 
Places which the Turks took in Perfia, but he began 
to make Conquefts on the Territories of the Turks. 
Being enabled, by the Reduétion of Erivan, to make 
himfelf Matter of the greatelt Part of Armenia, he 
advanced with his Army into Turomania, where he 
laid Siege to Erzerum, a very great Town, furnifhed 
with a good Garifon, and fortified after the Manner of 
the Egyptians, by a double Wall, befides a Citadel: 
Kouli Kan was concerting Meafures for. the Taking of 
this Place, when he heard that a Body of Turks and 


--Perfians combin’d_again& him, under the chief Rebel 


Laxcie, was haftening towards the Cafpian Sea, to join 
the ‘Tartars affembled in the Province of Dagheitan. 
Kouli Kan forefeeing what would be the Confequente, 
if he did not ftop him in his March, fufpended the 
Siege of Erzeram, and having need of all his Troops, 
fo that he could not leave any to block up the Place, he 
thought of a very fingular Expedient to hinder their re- 
ceiving Provifions, which was this; he firft rained the 
neighbouring Country, and then fent away the In- 
habitants, both Chriftians and Turks, the former to 
keep Company with their Brethren, who live at the 
Foot of M. Caucafus, under a Patriarch, and the latter 
to Chorafan, which is the moft Northern Province of 
Perfia ; and after having thus carried off the People, from 
whom the City could e any Relief, he march’d with 
his whole Army towards Dagheftan, and met Laxcie 
near the Cafpian Shore, where he attack’d him, de- 
feated the greatelt Part of his Army, and obliged him 
to make his Efcape with the Remainder. 

They write from Confiantinople, that the Brother of 
the Kan of the Crim Turtars is arrived there, to make 


an Excufe for his Brother, with regard

The Princefs, of whom the Queen of Poland was 
lately delivered, was baptifed on the 8th Inftant at 
St. John’s Church, by the Bifhop of Pofen, in Pre- 
fence of their Majefties and the whole Court; twa 
Proxies, reprefenting her Sureties, the Archdutchefi, 
Governefs of the Auftrian Netherlands, and the Duke 
of Modena. Upon this Occafion their Majefties dined 
in Publick, accompanied by the Pope’s Nuncio, the 
Miniflers of the Emperor, the Czarina, and the King. 
of Denmark, and many other Perfons of Diftin@ion 
of both Sexes 'to the Number of 180, there being 
three Tables fpread, each for 60 Guefls. —— The 
Crown Jewels which were thought to have been loft, 
but were lately found in the Convent of the Miflionaries 
of St. Croix, in a Coffer that was fealed, and fafely 
brick'd up ina Wall, confift of 4 Crowns of the an- 
cient Kings of Poland, the two Crowns ufed at the 
Coronation of King John Sobieski, and his Confo:t 
Queen Mary ; a Scepter, a Royal Sword with a Gold 
Hilt, Pearls and feveral other Regalia, which were 
taken out of the old Coffer, becaufe it was rotten, and 
put into a new one. 

The Contederacy of Lithuania is now intirely abo- 
lifhed, by the Submiffion of ail Staniflaus’s Partifans to 
King Auguftus, the few that ttay’d behind at Koning{- 
berg, on account of Infolvency, being gone to Warfaw, 
after having had the Satisfaction to fee their Debts paid 
by the Court of Ruffia. ‘The Letters from Koningf- 
berg fay, that Staniflaus was preparing to fet out for 
France immediately after Eafter, and Orders are given 
both at Berlin and Franckfort, by the King of Pruffia 
and the Emperor,.to pay him the Henours due.to a 
Crown'd Head, it he comes that Way. ‘This Prince 
keeps the Swedifh General Steinflicht with him, in 
hopes to continue him in the fame Rank in the Service 
of France. 

They write from Stockholm, that the Treaty of 
Subfidy with France is again upon the Carpet; and that 
for this Purpofe the French Minifter there is often in 
Conference with fome of the Senators, and particularly 
with Count Horn, who, upon this Occafion was fent 
for from his Country Seat. 

The Deputies from the Regency of Hamburgh at 
Copenhagen, have not yet been able to engage the 
King to accept of the Propoials offer’d by the Re- 
gency for an Accommodation, and it is faid that his 
Danifh Majetty lately declared to thofe Deputies that 
after fo many things as he had done to iacilitate the 
faid Agreement, it was not convenient to make any 
farther Concefhons. 

They write from Vienna, that the Act lately arriv’d 
from the French Court for the Dake of Lorain’s Re- 
nouncing of the Dutchy of that Name and of Bar, is 
fign’d by the faid Duke in order to be fent back to 
France; and ‘tis reported that as the French King 
engages to pay the Duke one five Millions of Livres, 
the Emperor will pay him the other five Millions, 
to compenfate him for the Surrender of his Dominions 
before the Death of the Great Duke of Tufcany ; which 
Money we hear is to be depofited in the Bank of Am- 
fterdam. "Tis certain that the Duke is to keep thole 
Fiefs, by Virtue of which he is qualify’d for a Vote 
in the College of Princes at the Dyet of the Empire; 
and ‘tis faid the Emperor will foon pafs an Att to con- 
firm him in the faid Polieflion. ’T'is reported that all the 
Imperial Troops that can be fpared in the Empire 
and Italy, will be fent to Hungary ; and that Count 
Traun is already there by the Emperor's Order to fird 
out the mot proper Place for fubfifting them. At 
the fame ‘Time we are told that the Reduction of the 
Imperial Troops is put off, and that the Capitation 
and other ‘Taxes eftablifh’d on account of the War, 
are to be continued a while longer, though it is not 
believ’d that thofe Difpohtions are owing to any
